Schwerin-Krosigk, The affidavit of Meissner treats activities of the cabi- 


net and the change of the functions of the cabinet. The affidavit of 
Schwerin-Krosigk is concerned with the Same question, but in addition, be- 
cause he was himself a Reich Minister, and he tells especially about the 
activities under his jurisdiction, The affidavit of Darree concerns es- 
pecially with his cold storage, so far as abolition of his functions, He 


as a minister is concerned, and should prove how a person still an official 
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member of the Reich Cabinet, but was really excluded from other activities, 
Otherwise affidavits discuss a Question whether somebody couiu retire from 
his office, That is all I have to say about the three affidavits which I 
have here, However, I have in mind to present a very short one - in one 
page - affidavit of the former ministerial director Hanke. I shall have it 
sworn today. It concerns the question that war preparations of the ministry 
were even kept secret with the minister himself on order of Hitler, That is 
all. 

DR. KEMPNER OF THE U.S. PROSECUTION: The prosecution has no objections 
at the present time. 

COMMISSIONER: Are you representing all the prosecution, Dr. Kempner? 

DR. KEMPNER: Yes. on y
